Prices  scne'^hat  "belovr  those  of  the  rireceding  ^eek  ruled  at  the 
Liverpool  ap"ole  auction  of  Wednesday,  rIrv'j:D'ber  oOj  according;  to  cabled 
advices  froni  Sdv^in  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  3urope. 
The  barreled  offerings,  all  from  Virginia,  v^ere  largely  in  poor  to  fair 
condition,  and  met  T;ith  a  slcr  demand,    York  Imperial  ^'as  the  only  bar- 
reled variety  reported  in  good  condition,  and  that  observation  nas 
limited  to  those  grading  U.S.  No.  1,  2^  inch.    The  conditian  of  the 
boxed  offeri:igs  ^as  considerably  better  than  the  barreled,  and  wac 
Usually/  described  as  good.    Those  lines  also  met  vith  a  demand  m?j.ch  m'^re 
active  than  that  manifested  for  barreled  anples.     Tlie  situat  ion  bears 
out  earlier  obseivations  upon  the  difficulty  of  arousing  interest  in 
overseas  fruit  of  indifferent  qualit-.-,     Grapefruit  from  botk  Florida 
and  Porto  P.ico  passed  at  prices  under  those  of  last  neek. 

The  barreled  fruit  bringing  the  best  price  vras  Virginia  York  Im- 
perial, at  $6. 57' to  85.31  for  U.S.  ITo.  1,  2^-  inch.     That  line  met  with 
^nly  a  moderate  demand,  hcv^ever,  and  the  p rices raiiged  from  12  cents  to 
49  cents  per  barrel  under  those  of  the  veek  before.     Light  supplies  of 
Sen  Davis  in  poor  condjtion  met  a  si??  demand  and  brought  only  ^55,35  to 
^5.47  for  U.S.  No.  1,  2|-  inch.    The  same  conditions  surrounded  Staynan 
Winesap,  the  of feringa  being  unclassified  and  bringing  i-^5.84  to  B5.96. 
Light  supplies  of  Gano  in  variable  condition  met  a  moderate  demand  and 
passed  at  5?5.35  to  §5.96  for  U.S.  ITo,  1,  2:|-  inch.     In  vieT^  of  the  in- 
different condition  of  the  barreled  lines,  it  is  probable  that  heavier 
sur)plies  vzould  have  res'ilted  in  considerably  lower  quotations. 

Jonathans  from  v7ashington,  ^xtra  Fancy,  150,  163/175  in  good 
condition  maintained  the  best  -orice  level  for  boxed  fruit,  at  $4.08  to 
$4.32,  vrhich  compares  favorably  rith  the  Drices  received  last  week  for 
that  t)ack.    I'uch  overrine  fruit  aTrneared  in  the  lower  grade  packs  of 
that  variety,  ho'-'ever,  most  of  v:'hich  passed  at  levels  under  those  of 
the  preceding  auction.     Oregon  Yellor  llertovns  also  met  lo^er  offerings 
for  all  packs,  rith  $3.95  to  84.38  being  paid  for  "^'xtra  Fancy,  150,  163/175 
in  good  condition.     For  Dears,  'Winter  Ilelis  from  tiiBgcn  sold  up  to  $4.62  - 
$4.87,  but  lle^  York  Keiffers  in  standard  barrels  rere  dcrn  at  84,44  tc 
$5.84.    Anjou  pears  from  Oregon  brought  s^6.33  to  $6.57.
